ment— and that many of the poli­ 
tician.'* who pay lip service to the 
( onstitution 
in 
high-sounding 
speeches, are among the leaders of 
those who emasculate it. 
Some ate urging that a Constitu- 
I tioi a1 Amendment be passed where­ 
by Congress and tilt President would 
be given vastly broader pow'ers than 
they now possess—-in spite of the 
tact that such an amendment w*ouid 
very possibly make the Bill of Right* 
meaningless.
